A compound as claimed in claim 5, which is capable of 
crossing the blood-brain barrier. 
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An antibody to the peptide of claim 1 or claim 2. 

An antibody as claimed in claim 7 which is of the IgG class. 

An antibody fragment or chimeric or humanised antibody 



comprising variable regions of the antibody of claim / or claim 8. 
10. A method of preparing a composition for treatment of 

disorders of the central nervous system or stroke or cancer, which method 
comprises bringing a compound according to any one of claims 5 to 9 into 
a form for human administration.
